Inflation Danger 
Not Yet Ended, 
FRB Chief Says 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
adm inistration is congratulating 
itself about the sm allest month­ 
ly inflation figure in nearly four 
years, but the chairm an of the 
Federal Reserve Board says the 
nation may yet face an inflation 
em ergency. 
The Bureau of Labor Statis­ 
tics reported Friday that con­ 
sum er prices 
rose only one- 
tenth bf I per cent last month, 
com pared with five-tenths of I 
per cent the month before and 
5.5 per cent for all of 1970. 
Because prices normally go 
down in January, the seasonally 
adjusted increase for last month 
is three-tenths of I per cent, or 
a yearly rate of 3.6 per cent. 
Paul W. McCracken, chair­ 
m an of the President’s Council 
of 
Economic 
Advisers, 
sent 
President Nixon a memo calling 
the report encouraging. 
"You predicted a good read­ 
ing for January," he rem inded 
Nixon. "It occurred. Welcome 
to the Forecasters Club!" 
T reasury Secretary' John B. 
Conn ally told the Senate Appro- 
p nations

he

Clink there is ample reason to

F riday’s price figures m ean it 
cost $119.20 to buy what $100 did 
in 1967. and $138.60 to buy what 
$100 did in 1957-59.

Plan Faces 


Court Test 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Dem ocratic National Committee 
has adopted a compromise for­ 
mula for apportioning votes at 
the party’s 1972 national conven­ 
tion. but the plan faces a court 
challenge.

prom ised to file a federal court 
suit even before the the 110-

the plan by voice vote over Eng­ 
lish’s lone dissent. 
The 
formula 
increases 
the 
vote of the largest states over 
1968 totals, and cuts that of 24 
sm aller ones. 
The plan, recommended by 
the DNC’s executive com m ittee, 
is based both on electoral votes 
and Dem ocratic voting strength. 
English favors a "one Demo­ 
crat, one vote," formula. 
E arlier the com m ittee reject­ 
ed, 68 to 27, a plan proposed by 
the party’s O’Hara reform com­ 
mission which would have fa­ 
vored large states even more by 
mixing population and Demo­ 
cratic strength. 
The DNO also approved the 
far-reaching reform s of the p ar­ 
ty ’s other reform commission, 
form erly headed by Sen. George 
S. McGovern, D-S.D. 
They will boost the num bers 
of women, delegates under 30 
and representatives of minority 
groups at next year’s conven­ 
tion. 
They also require changes de­ 
signed to prevent a repetition of 
the charges of unfairness that 
swirled around the tumultuous 
1968 convention at Chicago. 
Most of the day was taken up 
with debate over the rival ap­ 
portionm ent form ulas.

A subsequent m ilitary investi­ 
gation uncovered no evidence of 
crim inality, he said. 
In three days of testim ony, 
the subcom m ittee has been told 
the use of bribes and kickbacks 
were a business tool expected 
and dem anded by the m ilitary 
personnel responsible for pur­ 
chasing liquor and supplies—in­ 
cluding slot m achines—needed 
at GI clubs.

U.S. Officals, Building Unions Seek Accord 


MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (A P) - 
A high-level team of Nixon ad­ 
m inistration officials m eets with 
construction union leaders today 
to try to reach agreem ent on a 
White House proposal to curb 
the climb in wages and costs in 
their industry.

Hodgson said the White House 
still wants a "consensus" from 
construction unions and indus­ 
try officials on the best way to 
stabilize costs.

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Proper Pruning 
Needed For Trees

Agriculture 
Proper pruning is required to 
train the trees Into a desirable 
form for spraying thinning, and 
harvesting. 
It is necessary to develop a 
strong 
framework, 
thus 
in 
creasing longevity of the tree 
and reducing the loss by wood 
breakage. Improvement of fruit 
quality depends, in part, on 
proper pruning. 
The 
kind 
and 
amount 
of 
pruning Is largely determined 
by the type, age, and variety 
of fruit trees. The existing 
framework, condition of bark 
and wood, and the growth and 
fruiting habits must also be 
considered. 
Pruning 
procedures 
vary 
according to whether the tree 
is of bearing age or is non­ 
bearing, 
Heavy 
pruning 
of 
young trees delays bearing. On 
the other hand, there is a 
tendency to neglect the fruit 
tree during the first 3 or 4 
years. 
* • • 
SUCH 
a 
procedure 
often 
results in the development of 
narrow-angled, weak crotches 
between 
the 
main 
scaffold 
branches and the tree trunk 
Trees must be carefully trained 
during the first two years after 
p l a n t i n g . Thereafter, light, 
corrective pruning is desirable 
as it hastens bearing and at 
the same time helps to develop 


a strong branch framework 
Insufficient pruning of bearing 
trees may result in small fruit 
of poor red over-color, 
low 
sugar content, and mediocre 
flavor. Fruits from trees that 
have been over-pruned may also 
be to poor color, but they wil1 
be large. Such fruits usually are 
rather soft and keep poorly in 
storage. 
Most orchardist prune during 
the dormant season. At that 
time other orchard operations 
are 
less 
pressing, 
and 
un­ 
desirable branches can be more 
readily selected. Dormant trees 
are not “barked” easily by men 
climbing in the branches, and 
during the dormant season bark 
seldom pulls away from pruning 
wounds. 
Wounds usually heal best if 
the pruning is done during the 
dormant 
season 
just 
before 
active growth begins in the 
spring. Flower buds can be 
easily detected at this time. 
They 
may 
determine 
the 
number and location of the cuts 
to be made. This is especially 
true in pruning peach trees. 
The 
need 
for 
completing 
pruning and removing the brush 
before 
spraying 
begins 
is 
another reason 
for dormant 
pruning. Low temperature in­ 
jury is the major risk with fall 
or early winter pruning. Trees 
that have been pruned before 
severe 
weather 
are 
often 
seriously injured by sub-zero 
temperatures that follow. 


1971 Crop Set-Aside Program 


Percentages Are Announced 


S e c r e t a r y of Agriculture 
Clifford 
M. Hardin 
has an­ 
nounced 1971-crop set-asides of 
20 per cent for feed grain and 
73 per cent for wheat. 
These set-aside percentages 
were announced as tentative on 
December 8, 1970, and were 
based on preliminary estimates 
of acreage required for this 
year’* production to meet U.S. 
domestic and export needs. The 
preliminary 
estimates 
now 
appear to be satisfactory, USDA 
officials said. 
The 
set-aside 
program 
Is 
designed for a market-oriented 
a g r i c u l t u r e . It will give 
producers more options on what 
and how much to plant than 
the former crop-by-crop plan­ 
ting requirements, the depart­ 
ment explained. Under tim set 
aside, a farmer sets aside his 
share 
of 
the 
national 
land 
diversion required to prevent 
overproduction — knit he can 
plant his remaining 
acres 
to 
whatever 
crop 
he 
chooses. 
Regional 
shifts 
in cropping 
patterns are already showing up 
in 
the 
preliminary 
planting 
i n t e n t i o n s survey recently 
conducted by USDA. as farmers 
seek lower production costs ami 
higher net incomes from sales. 
The 20 per cent diversion 
requirement 
for 
feed 
grain 
e s t a b l i s h e s a preliminary 
payment of 32 cents per bushel 
for corn and 29 cents per bushel 
for sorghum times the yield 
established for the farm times 
one-half the corn and 
grain 
sorghum base. Participants in 
tim feed grain program will be 
guaranteed a national average 
of 
$1.35 
a 
bushel 
on 
the 
production fro rn half their com 
base and $1.24 a bushel ($2.21 
a hundredweight> on half their 
sorghum base. 
The certificate payment rate 
for wheat will depend on 
the 
final parity juice for wheat and 
t h e 
actual 
market 
price 
received during tim first five 
months of the marketing year. 
Tim loan level for wheat will 
be $1.25 per bushel, national 


average. Producers 
will get 
preliminary payments equal to 
75 per cent of the estimated 
face value of the certificate 
soon 
after 
July 
I. 
The 
remainder will be paid after 
December I, 1971. 
In 1971, acreage planted to 
soybeans will not be considered 
planted to wheat or feed grain. 
The Agricultural Act of 1970 
provides 
the 
secretary 
of 
agriculture with authority to 
alow the planting of certain 
crops on set-aside acreage. The 
law states he must determine 
that such production is needed 
to provide an adequate supply, 
is not likely to increase the cost 
of the support program, and 
will not adversely affect farm 
‘ncome. 
USDA also announced today 
loans will not be extended 
on 
1968-crop 
corn 
in 
on-farm 
storage. 
Market demand for 
corn continues to be strong, the 
department explained. Release 
of this corn to the market is 
required to maintain a free 
supply in order to continue 
current levels of usage. 
F e e d grain 
and 
wheat 
producers who wish to qualify 
for program benefits must sign 
up to participate during the 
period March I through April 
9, 1971.

Good Tillage Key To . .---- 
Control In Grain Sorghum 


Very few people realize that 
there are enough different kinds 
and cuts of meat available in 
today's 
supermarket 
so 
a 
homemaker could prepare a 
different meat dish for her 
family every day of the year. 
This variety should make meat 
buying and meal planning a 
real pleasure. 
Since meat commands a large 
share of today's food dollar, the 
consumer should know as much 
as possible about its selection 
and preparation. 
As assurance to consumers 
that their meat is wholesome, 
all meat and meat products 
prepared in plants which make 
shipments 
toto 
other 
states 
must be federally inspected. 
This assures us that the meat 
comes from healthy animals, is 
p r o c e s s e d under sanitary 
conditions, is properly labeled 
and packaged, and it is not 
adulterated or contaminated. A 
round stamp identifies meat 
which 
has 
passed 
this 
in­ 
spection. 
Although 
meat 
and meat 
products from plants that do not 
ship out-of-state usually will not 
be federally inspected, many 
states and municijMilities have 
their own inspection systems. 
However, under the Federal 
Wholesome Meat 
Act of 1967, 
each state must provide in­ 
a c tio n equal to the federal 
inspection for plants which sell 
meat solely within the state, lf 
this isn't done, these plants will 
become subject to federal In­ 
spection. 
In 
this 
country, 
“ meat” 
means the “red meats” or those 
produced from cattle, sheep, 
and hogs. Our beef, calf and 
veal are all produced from 
cattle — they differ to the 


maturity of the animal from 
which they are produced. Veal 
comes from very young animals 
— usually 3 months of age or 
younger. It has a grayish pink 
lean which is very smooth and 
velvety and it usually has very 
little fat. Veal is prized for its 
delicate flavor. Calf is produced 
from slightly older animals — 
usually 3 to 8 months of age. 
Its lean is grayish red in color, 
fine in texture and mild in 
flavor. 
Beef 
Is 
from 
still 
more 
mature animals. Most beef sold 
as cuts in retail stores is from 
animals 15 to 30 months of age. 
Most of the beef from the older 
animals is used for making 
processed products like frank­ 
furters, bologna and luncheon 
meats. Fresh beef Is available 
at all times in every section 
of the United States. 
Lamb is meat from young 
sheep usually less than a year 
old. Tender, juicy and flavorful 
lamb is available throughout the 
year. Meat from older sheep is 
called mutton, but very Uttie 
of this is sold as fresh meat 
to retail stores. 
Pork, mostly produced from 
young hogs, is always available 
to quantity. Although the total 
fat content of some pork cuts 
may be higher than for most 
other meats — depending upon 
how it is trimmed — toe lean 
of 
cork is not any higher 
in 
fat than is beef.

s u s p e n s i o n . Emulsion con­ 
centrates are solutions that can 
be diluted with water. Some 
plants such as cucumbers and 
m e l o n s 
are 
injured 
by 
emulsions, although most plants 
are not damaged. Check label 
claims on the container for 
plants listed.

Weeds can be 
quite 
com- 
peUtive with grain sorghum if 
allowed to become established 
early in the growing season. 
Also weeds can seriously in­ 
terfere with harvesting, 
Sorghum is usually seeded 
after the middle of May. 
By 
this time a flash of weeds has 
already germinated. To control 
these and to prepare a seedbed, 
the soil should be thoroughly 
tilled. In many instances the 
germinated 
weeds 
are 
only 
partially uprooted and recover. 
These 
re-established 
weeds 
are usually quite resistant to 
p r e - e m e r g e n c e and post­ 
emergence herbicides and after 
the sorghum is up, they 
are 
d i f f i c u l t 
to 
remove 
by 
cultivations. This is the reason 
for the need of the thorough 
tillage just prior to planting the 
sorghum. 
When sorghum is planted in 
late May or in June, weeds can 
often be effectively controlled 
by the thorough 
preplanting 
tillage plus one or two timely 
cultivations after the crop has 
emerged. When the sorghum 
stand is adequate and the row 
widths are 24 to 30 inches, 
seldom are weeds a serious 
problem if early season control 
is good 
* * * 
THERE 
are 
several

bicides which are approved for 
u s e 
on 
sorghum. 
These 
materials 
are 
approved 
for 
grain and forage sorghum. The 
sorghum-sudangrass c r o s s e s 
are, to general, more suscep­ 
tible to herbicides than the 
straight sorghums. 
Rates of 
herbicides 
which 
follow 
arc 
pounds of active ingredient per 
acre on a broadcast basis. 
Propachlor (Ramrod) and a 
c o m b i n a t i o n of atrazine 
(Aatrex) and Ramrod can be 
applied to sorghum as a pre­ 
emergence to the soil 
surface 
at the time of or soon after 
planting. Ramrod aone at 4 to 
5 pounds-A will control most 
annual grasses. A combination 
of Ramrod and atrazine at rates 
to! 2.5 
to 3.5 lb-A to Ramrod 
plus I to 1.5 lb-A of atrazine 
will 
control most 
annual 
broadleaf and grass weeds. 
The 
lower rates should be 
used on sandy soils with a tow 
organic matter content (less 


and summer, lf you neglect to 
move them outside, they may 
get their “feelings” hurt. 
At any rate, we shoud keep 
to mind that several weeks 
before moving plants outside, 
some will need pruning while 
others may need repotting. Do 
these jobs during the next few 
weeks.

Propazine (Milogard) can be 
used as a pre-emergence her­ 
bicide at 2 to 2.5 lb-A. In Ohio 
studies, weed control has not 
been quite as good as a com­ 
bination • of 
Ramrod 
and 
atrazine. Risk to soil 
residue 
carry-over 
to 
propazine 
is 
somewhat greater than an equal 
amount of atrazine. 
Atrazine at 2 to 3 lb-A applied 
e a r l y 
post-emergence 
will 
control 
broadleaf and 
grass 
weeds when the weeds are no 
more than lte to 2 inches high. 
The sorghum should be corn 
pletely emerged and crop oil 
should not be used with atrazine 
on sorghum. 
2, 4-D can be applied post­ 
emergence 
on 
sorghum 
for 
control to broadleaf weeds. Use 
Va lb-A or 2, 4-D ester or 1-3 
lb-A to 2,4-D amine when the 
sorghum is 4 to 12 inches high. 
An earlier or later application 
can result in serious injury to 
the 
sorghum. 
Drop 
nozzles 
should be used when possible.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
House Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee has given tentative ap­ 
proval to a $35 billion increase 
in the national debt limit, the 
largest single boost since World 
War IK but still $5 billin less 
than President Nixon requested. 
The committee will vote Mon­ 
day on sending the proposal to 
Congress to hike the federal 
government’s borrowing limit to 
$430 billion. 
Opposition is expected in the 
House to another committee rec­ 
ommendation to permit the sale 
of up to $10 billion in long-term 
Treasury bonds without regard 
to the 4Va per cent interest rate 
set by law. 
The administration had asked 
for outright repeal of the 53- 
year-old limit. Democrats have 
long considered the ceiling as a 
symbol of dedication to low in­ 
terest rates generally. 
Secretary of Treasury John B. 
Conn ally had told the committee

through mid-1972. But the com­ 
mittee chairman, Rep. Wilbur 
D. Mills, D-Ark., said he doubt­ 
ed it would provide enough bor­ 
rowing power for a year. 


Report Britain

CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) - 
The past president of an inter­ 
national savings and loan organ­ 
ization says financially troubled 
Rolls-Royce Corp. of England is 
so important to Great Britain 
that the government will not al­ 
low it to collapse. 
Speaking in an interview here 
Thursday during 
a 
two-week 
tour of the United States, Sir 
Hubert Newton said that Britain 
will be forced into “doing some­ 
thing to save Rolls-Royce since 
it is vital to that country’s de­ 
fense and to Britain’s North At­ 
lantic Treaty Organization al­ 
lies. 
He said that the company’s 
technical skill ran ahead of fi­ 
nancial prudence, forcing it into 
receivership. “ Rolls-Royce had 
been doing a first-rate job, but 
just forgot the costs,* he said.

On two counts, the dispute between 
the Masters, Mates and Pilots Union 
and Prudential-Grace lines over man­ 
ning of the company’s new lighter- 
aboard-ship freighter, the Lash-ltalia, 
is proving of interest. 
The dispute has not prevented the 
vessel from sailing on its maiden voy­ 
age to the Mediterranean. Three other 
seagoing unions ignored picket lines 
set up by the Masters, Mates and Pilots 
group to enforce its demands, which re­ 
portedly include the hiring of two com­ 
plete sets of deck officers. One of the 
other unions went so far as to assail 
the “damage and disruption” the strike 
was inflicting on America’s merchant 
marine. 
The refusal of some maritime unions 
to go along with a strike called by an­ 
other indicates there is at least some 


hope that they will realize that a more 
responsible approach to maritime labor 
problems is required if the American- 
flag merchant marine is to survive. 
The chaos created by a complete 
shutdown every time one union walked 
out, no matter how unreasonable its de­ 
mands, has been a powerful factor in 
raising shipping rates to prohibitive 
levels. 
Special interest also attaches to the 
Lash-ltalia dispute because the vessel 
represents a new concept in America’s 
attempt to compete for cargo business 
an the high seas through greater effi­ 
ciency and mechanization. With Con­ 
gress being asked to approve $229 mil­ 
lion this year for subsidies for con­ 
structing new vessels, it’s evident that 
any dispute which idles the Lash-ltalia 
could have a damaging impact. 


Fire Drills 


Almost daily reports of costly fires 
with resultant loss of life raise the ques­ 
tion of the advisability of compulsory 
fire drills in all public places. It is true 
that fire extinguishers are prominently 
placed and exits are well marked, but 
they fail to train the human mind. 
Fire drills have a purpose which can­ 
not be ignored by those participating. 
They instill in the minds of persons 
where to go and what to do in case of 
fire. This knowledge makes it possible 


for a public building to be emptied with 
precision and promptness which could 
not otherwise be the case. 
Panics have occurred because of 
small fires from which no immediate 
danger was to be expected. The unwise 
shouting of the word 
“Fire!” has 
caused people to be trampled to death 
under the feet of those who, under ordi­ 
nary circumstances would scoff at the 
idea of their reverting to instincts at­ 
tributed only to animals. 


West Coast Tremors 


Earthquakes have lost none of their 
terrifying aspects, as California's most 
recent experience has demonstrated. 
As if the massive land tremble is not 
frightening enough in a heavily popu­ 
lated area, the collapse of buildings

The recent decision handed 
down by the Fourth District 
Court of Appeals reversed a 
1969 jury verdict overturning 
the will of the former M. F,.

1969 in a IO to two vote claiming 
the will admitted to the Probate 
Court was not Swackhammer s 
last will and testament. This 
was the first time in over 40 
years a will had been broken 
in Pickaway County. 
In their judgment received 
here Tuesday Judges Gordon 
Gray, Homer Abele and Earl 
Stephenson of the Appeals Court 
presented the opinion that the 
evidence of the contestants — 
Swackhammer s 
JO 
children I 
from his first marriage — was ' 
totally insufficient to sustain the 
jurors’ verdict. 
Marvin 
Swackhammer 
and 
nine 
other 
children 
of the < 
deceased claimed the will en- 
tered in the court was not the 
one their father intended to 
sign. 
They 
indicated 
various 
declarations he had made to 
them at different times after 
the Oct. 
1966 will had been 
drawn up which loft his entire 
$52,000 estate to his widow'. Ida 
B. Swackhammer, and with a 
life 
endowment for 
a 
firm 
residence to his son Marvin. 
None of the other children were 
mentioned. 
In making their decision, the 
judges observed that no in­ 
strument 
other 
than 
the 
children’s reported statements 
were introduced as evidence in 
the trial and judged this in­ 
sufficient basis on which to 
break a will. The court ruled 
that if such a precedent were 
set, 
any will and testament 
would be 
easily 
proven 
in­ 
valid.

College Aid 
Is Proposed 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—The 
Ohio Board of Regents Friday 
proposed 
direct financial 
as­ 
sistance to private colleges to 
ease 
enrollment 
pressure 
at 
public institutions. 
The regents, in adopting a 
m aster plan for the 1970s, sug­ 
gested that qualified graduates 
of state two-year colleges be 
permitted to enroll in private 
colleges at public school tui- 
ion, with the state paying the 
difference. 
The plan, which must be ap­ 
proved by the governor and 
legislature, also endorsed con­ 
tinuation of the state’s open ad­ 
missions policy which guaran­ 
tees all high school graduates 
a chance to get a college educa­ 
tion. 
No new, four-year, degree- 
granting schools were envision­ 
ed in the report. 
The regents said Ohio’s re­ 
sponsibility is to offer the “op­ 
portunity for formal intellectual 
development for at least two 
years beyond high school.’* 
To do this, the report sug­ 
gested continued emphasis on 
the present structure of higher 
education in Ohio with 12 state 
universities and 50 two-year col­ 
leges. 
New two-year colleges should 
be created whenever an enrol­ 
ment of 1,000 full-time students 
can be guaranteed and if no 
other public institution is lo­ 
cated conveniently nearby, the 
report said. 
The regents also proposed ex­ 
pansion of technical and para­ 
professional e d u c a t i o n pro­ 
grams 
and 
use 
of 
private 
schools as well as public ones. 
The report said enrollment at 
state institutions ought to be 
held at current levels, with out- 
of-state enrollment limited to 15 
per cent of the freshman class. 
State support for higher edu­ 
cation, now 46th among the 50 
states on a per capita basis, 
should be raised to the national 
average, regents said. 
After that, student fees should 
also be raised if more money is 
needed, the board said.

— An Army intelligence officer, 
Capt. Eugene M. Kotouc, has 
been ordered to trial on charges 
of maiming and assaulting a 
Vietnamese 
during 
interroga­ 
tion near My Lai. 
The Army announced the de­ 
cision Friday and said charges 
of murdering a Vietnamese aft­ 
er the March 16, 1968 assault on 
My Lai and of assault and bat­ 
tery were dropped. 
The Army says Kotouc, 36, of 
Humboldt, Neb., was not direct­ 
ly 
involved 
in the infantry 
sweep of the village but alleged­ 
ly committed his offenses sever­ 
al hours later when he chopped 
off part of one person’s finger 
with a knife and cut him on the 
neck while questioning him. 
The Army said the person was 
“suspected enemy personnel.” 
In Lincoln, Neb., Robert Cros­ 
by, defense attorney for Kotouc, 
said: 
“ Capt. Kotouc takes the posi­ 
tion that war is war and that he 


would be doing less than his 
duty if he did not conduct a firm 
line of questioning to determine 
the location of land mines and 
ammunition dumps so Ameri­ 
can lives could be saved.” 
The captain, whose case now 1 
enters a series of pretrial hear­ 
ings at 3rd Army headquaters, 
will become the fourth soldier to 
be tried on criminal charges ar­ 
ising from the My Lai assault 
and it3 aftermath. 
Two enlisted men have been 
acquitted and Lt. William L. 
Calley, Jr., is being tried at Ft. 
Benning, Ga., on charges of 
murdering 102 villagers during 
the raid. The case of Capt. E r­ 
nest Medina is pending at Ft. 
McPherson. 
A 
decision 
on 
whether he should be tried is 
not expected before next month. 
Charges 
with 
murder 
and 
over all responsibility for any 
civilian deaths at My Lai, Medi­ 
na, 34, of Montrose, Colo., com­ 
manded Charley Company in 
the assault on My Lai. The com­ 


pany was part of the lith inUiJE 
try Brigade, in which Rotors 
served as an intelligence offi­ 


cer. 
An Army statement said no 
date for the trial of Kotouc has 
been set. If convicted, he faces 
a maximum sentence of seven 
years.
